Succumbs To 
Brain Injury 


It was with a great deal of sor- 
row that the staff of the “Bayonet” 
heard of the death of Cadet Daniel 
Lee Weiss of Kemper Military 
School in Boonville, Missouri. 


Dan died on December 1, 1968 
in the Kemper Health Center of a 
brain hemorrhage incurred several 
days earlier. He lived in Denver, 
Colorado, with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. L. Weiss when not 
attending Kemper. 


Dan Weiss was very active at 
Kemper, playing in the percussion 
section of the Band, and his un- 
timely death left a pallor over his 
former company the next day when 
they competed in the Christmas 
Parade at Jefferson City, Missouri. 
They “Won the parade for Dan”, 
in their own words, and in fitting 
fashion, they had the trophy prop- 
erly engraved and sent to Dan’s 
parents. 


Although Dan was never known 
personally by any members of the 
“Bayonet” staff, his death was felt 
deeply here, because of the ties all 
boys in uniform feel. It is with 
the utmost grief that we of the 
“Bayonet” relay this news to the 
corps of AMA.

well, the lead changing hands 
often. It was not until the very 
end of the first two periods of 
play that SMA began to exert any 
real authority. Their pressure de- 
fense began to force mistakes, and 
the Hilltoppers capitalized by scor- 
ing often.
